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BT Pitta* TOOK. 

The conclusion of my last letter left us moving on the trail 
leading from Eau Qallle to the headwaters of the St. John’s; hav¬ 
ing exchanged river travel for the ox-cart and saddle. The first 
day, having started late In the morning, we made but a few miles 
and, and on reaching “Simmons” rancbe, three miles from the 
prairie, concluded to camp for the night. 

Phil, as he Is familiarly called, being an old hunting pal of 
U uderhIll's, we met wltb a hospitable reception, and were freely 
tendered the use of his log-house for sleeping quarters. Not sat¬ 
isfied wltb this exhibition of good feeling, the family Insisted on 
our sharing with them what 8lmmons’ wife facetiously termed 
11 pot-luck.” 

As It waa the sort of “ luck” to which our camp kettle had long 
been a stranger; we were nothing loth, and partook of the luxury 
of fresh milk and butter with all the gusto Imparted by four 
mouths of total abstinence therefrom. The supply of milk was 
furnished by a bunch of cows, coming each night to the cow-pen 
—the attraction for them being a slight display of fodder. It 
made no difference whether Simmons claimed ownership In the 
cattle, or whether they were the property of others; all were 
allke.taken In for the night, and the lacteal fluid duly extracted. 

The amount of milk thus secured was less than a ylnt to each 
animal, but the great number manipulated, more than compen¬ 
sated for the slight Individual yield. 

Simmons’ case Is one of the very rare Instances In which milk 
and butter are to be found on the settler s table; In fact, I know 
of but two others, (discovered on a former trip,) and they were 
far In the Interior, where cattle raising Is the only occupation. 
In addition to the articles named, he manufactures syrup and 
sugar from the cane raised on his "clearing,"—the syrup being 
particularly worthy of notice—as witness the fact, that four of 
us consumed three gallons In as many weeks. His family con¬ 
sists of himself, wife, and two sons. The eldest of these boys sits 
bis borse like a centaur, and Is, of course, an expert cattle-driver. 
Ills handling pf the “cow-whip” a disproportionate arrangement 
of three feet stock and fifteen lash,—was marvelous; while his 
rendition of the “ cowboys’ call,” sounded like a cross between 
an Apache war-whoop and the music of a Mississippi calliope. 

The younger son presented the somewhat singular spec'acle of 
lying continually on his face, conveying to one unacqbslnted 
with the case an Idea of that extreme “ tire” so prevalent In this 

Italy of America;” but a more Intimate acquaintance revealed 
the fact that for some time he had been unable to sit down, 
being visited with an Illustration of “Job's” difficulty. He and 
Charles were at once drawn together by a b >nd of sympathy, the 
outward and oral expression of which It was amusing to witness. 
“ Phil ” Is the proprietor of a large tract of land, has an abund¬ 
ance of cattle and hogs, aud Is, In short, a well-to-do settler. 
Durlog the “ late unpleasantness,” to escape serving In the Con¬ 
federate armies, be fled to the coast and boarded a U. 8. gun¬ 
boat, on board which he served faithfully two years; he has also 
voteJ the Republican ticket for the past fifteen years. Yet, 
despite this well-tried patriotism—and Republicanism—be gets 
neither post-office nor deputy collector-ship, while some of those 
who do hold such offices, mlrabile diclu, pass their leisure time In 
d—g the Yankees and drawing pay. 

Tne morning following our arrival here gave promise of rain, 
but all being anxious to reach the “ land of promise,” I decided 
to start the cavalcade, as, even should the day prove stormy, a 
fresh water bath was not a crying matter. So, having carefully 
arranged the canvas cover which protected cart ind contents 
from moisture, “ Darby ” and “ Bill,” much against their Inclina¬ 
tion, were “ booked up ” and the cart went creaking toward the 
prairie. When two miles from the ranche, and within sight of 
the prairie, the bottom of heaven's water tank dropped out, and, 
before rubber clothing oould be reached, all bands were In a state 
—by no means regretted—requiring an application of the same 
remedy used In case of poisonous Inoculation by reptiles' fangs. 

Through this “ flood of waters,” across the open prairie we 
rode steadily for eight hours, varying the monotony with an 
occasional gallop and shooting (at) ducks f la" Carver.” 

When asbort distance from the proposed camping site three deer 
were seen; dismounting, and leaving Lander In charge of 
the “ stock,” we “ stalked” within easy rifle shot and each se¬ 
lected a victim. At the word there was a simultaneous explo¬ 
sion, and two of the deer ran off unharmed; the third, a small 
buck, staggered a few yards and fell with a ball through Its 
groin. Who killed It, remains, to this day, an unsettled question. 
That somethlnlg bad gone wrong, however, seemed certain, either 
the external drenching affected our vision, or the Internal Indul¬ 
gence In “ spiritual" comfort produced nervous exhaustion—but 
whatever the cause, that we bad missed shots the veriest tyro 
could have made, was an Indisputable fact, and while striving to 
prove that the " hair of the dog would core the bite,” we rode 
sorrowfully on. 

Poor o'clock found us at “North Indian Field,” near the St. 
John’s river, twenty miles south of Lake Washington, where we 
went Into samp. 

These “ Indian Fields"—to called from the tact that atone 
time they were occupied by tbs Semlnoles—are simply “ cabbage 
hummocks" ol five or six acres In extent, situated In the midst 
of a vast prairie, which stretches to the south and west aa far as 
the eye can reach. During the rainy season this prairie I* covered 
*lth water, the M Helds” at such times being the only habitable 
portion. In the ceoter of the “ North Field” la which we were 
encamped, waa foand an Indian mound, evidently raised as a pro¬ 
tection against water, and the utter abeenoe of human bones was 
considered proof of Its hsvlng been but a temporary abode— 
probably a hunting or fishing lodge. In It we found beads aud 
fragments of pottery, but nothing sloe of an Interesting c barer 

between our camp and the open water or rive.- channel lay a 
marah at least a quarter of a mile tn width, covered so thickly 
»lth t growth at maiden-cans asd saw grass, that to penetrate II 
*»med almost an Impossibility. This will be the more readily 


appreciated when I add that the water was from two to six feet 
deep over the entire distance, to say nothing of various unobserv¬ 
able cavities practically unfathomable by means of the human 
body. 

As our principal object In coming to the river was, that we 
might secure a quantity of plnmes, specimens of birds and 'gator 
teetb, and the bird rookeries being all In the willows 
fringing the open water, the only chance of procuring 
any great number depended on our ability to get the batleau 
through this " slougb of despond” and, by Its aid, reaching their 
nesting places. Bat to accomplish this, was no pleasant task; 
the mnddy and stagnant waters of the marsh were swarming with 
moccasins and alligators, and as It waa necessary to "break” a 
way for the boat by trampling and pulling down the cane and 
grass, before we could.paddle out—and this “ breaking” neces¬ 
sitated wading sometimes more than waist deep through the 
“ liquid damnation” aforesaid, wltb snakes In your boots, literally 
—there was some reluctance exhibited as to whom should 
make the venture. 

Thin state of Indecision was soon settled by tbe usual “ H. and 
T-" practice, wblcb resulted In Underbill and myself being de¬ 
clared the unlucky pair. We started, and by dint of lifting and 
pushing, and choice “Manatee” county cussing on his part— when 
emerging from tbe bottomless pita Into wblcb we both frequently 
stumbled—reached the river, saturated with mud aud water, and 
by no means sure of entire freedom from snake bites. As an un¬ 
easy or dubious state of mind renders the nerves uusteady, thereby 
exerting an unfavorable Influence on one’s shooting, andbeltevlug 
In the old proverb, “an ounce of prevention, etc,” we Imbibed suf¬ 
ficient “ ounces” of “ medicine” to prevent mental disquietude, 
and wben satisfied that all danger was past, paddled up the river. 

The point at which we reached the open water Is so near the 
source of the 8t. John’s, that It Is called a river, only through 
courteey. The channel winds abont through vast beds of wild 
lettuce, lily-bonnets, and floating turf, while the shores, so 
called, are mere prairie swamps and marshes. 

Black baas were breaking everywhere about us, and alligators 
sometimes grazed the sides of our frail craft. We rowed five 
mllee to the aouth’ard, and In that distance saw Immense quan¬ 
tities of ducks and snipes, but as our object was to And plumes, 
we gained the rookeries at the earliest possible morneut, and 
began a fnsilade which ended In tbe death of forty "white birds,” 
(egrets), and an equal number of blue cranes snd water turkeys. 

Getting from camp to tbe river had occupied so much time 
that our day waa “curtailed of Its fair proportions,” and we were 
obliged—after landing a few bass, and killing half a dozen blue- 
winged teals—to return, having accomplished little more than a 
reconnolssance. The same performance characterizing our start 
Id tbe morning, was gone through with on the return trip; and 
this time we so opened tbe tangled mass, as to admit of hope 
that the next passage would be made <» tbe boat. 

On getting tbe batleau to a landing, I started for camp, closely 
followed by Lander, when bnt a few steps from the water I heard 
him exclaim I “Great God I you’re on a moccasin I" and, on 
looking down, I saw the largest of that species of reptile ever 
before under my notice. 

To make, what, if measured, would have been the best " stand 
lng jump ’’ on record, was but tbe work of an Instant, and a like 
Interval of time deprived his snskeshlp of a bead—but for some 
time after, I searched the ground before me wltb careful dili¬ 
gence. 

Early next mornlog, the Deacon and Charles, accompanied by 
Lander, made war on the plurnos and succeeded In adding a large 
number to those already obtained. 

They returned with glowing accounts of the ’gator shooting. 
Underhill, who used my "Evans," saying he could “take that 
thar gun and kill 'gators enough In one day to sow h—1 with 
teeth.” 

Rather a profane sort of admiration, but thoroughly emphatic 
of his good opinion of the rifle. The Deacon bad now gone 
'gator mad; saurian gore was continually tn his eye; the moon, 
at every phase, was bloody, snd earth and sky were alike of 
crimson hue. In the general treatment prescribed for lunatics, 
the policy of humoring their harmless fancies baa always been 
considered the proper thing. I therefore determined on giving 
this theory an impartial teat In his esse. As a description of one 
day’s experience with my patient must suffice for all, I have 
selected an occasion particularly memorable for the number of 
reptiles slaughtered—the treatment Itself was successful beyODd 
my most sanguine expectations. 

Patient and physician left camp at sunrlee, paddled through 
tbe reeds and cane, aud were soon rowing rapidly up tbe river, 
bent on discovery. 

Having gone, as we Judged, about tea miles, we reached a 
point wblcb, to all appearance, was the end of navigation, even 
for our small craft, the way being barred by masses of spongy 
tart and beds of wild Isttace, through which It seemed Im- 
posslble to force tlfb boat. * 

Searching carefully, we Anally found a spot where the turf ap¬ 
peared leas difficult of penetration, and, with ax and paddle, cut 
a paaaage through to a narrow space of clear water. Half a mile 
further on, wa came upon a email lake, out of the regular course 
of tbe river, is we afterward discovered, and ao far aa we could 
ascertain through subsequent Inquiry, never before visited by 
white hooters. Its surface waa dotted with laliuds of floating 
turf and Illy bonnets, some of the former being covered with a 
growth of willow, the branches of which ware alive with water 
turkeys, and every variety of the crane family, the whole being 
one vast nesting place. 

t bad seen alligators before, and aa I thought In great numbers, 
bat no words of mine esu convey an adequate description of tbe 
reptiles wn taw In and about this lakelet. In tome portions they 
were ao numerous we did not venture on a dose acquaintance 

Thousands of water fowl could be seen quietly feeding about 
the turf and mad, within fifty yards of tba boat, apparently In 
no wise disturbed hy tbe human presence. 

‘ The tight waa without a parallel In oar experience, and fora 
moment we maintained attar alienee, lost In admlratloo. 

Hodden(y, the deacon, true to hla 'gator Instinct, raised bis 
" Winchester," and tba report was followed by the dull thud of 
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the ballet sa It struck a big fellow floating near. At the crack of 
the rifle the air was filled wltb docks and bay birds of every 
description; blne-wlng teal being the feature among tbe ducks, 
while a large proportion of the latter were curlew and yellow-legs. 
They did not seem Inclined to remain on the wing, nor did they 
evince a disposition to leave the lake, bat qalckly returned to 
their feeding ground. 

On leaving camp we had taken a hundred rifle, and two 
hundred (hot cartridges each—more than two thirds of these 
were expended tn less than two boars. Dead ’gators lay about us, 
on every epot of “ turf,” aud the boat was full of feathered game 
and " plumes;" besides a large number of birds killed, were de¬ 
voured by alligators before they could be retrieved. 

We were also fortunate here In getting enough pink curlew 
(roseate ipoonbiU ) to furnish the entire party with specimens of 
this rora avis. A pair of these birds, flying In tbe sunlight of 
early morning presents a most beautiful sight—the brilliant 
pink plumage reflecting the aun’e rays In a hundred different 
flashes of light, conveying the Idea of winged flame. They are 
exceedingly shy, and can be approached only by employing 
strategy and caution. 

At last, tired and satiated with 6port, we paddled back toward 
camp, fully persuaded that Lake “ Helen Blazes ” would And us 
frequent visitors, unless the "sheeted dead ” within Its narrow 
coniines became too loud In “odorous” remonstrance. 

U was nightfall wben we sighted tbe campfire and signal light, 
that Indicated the way through marsh and swamp to tbe silver 
lining, of wblcb, by reason of loog fasting, verily we stood tn 
great need. As was always tbe case, the excitement of the day 
ended In our being brought face to face wltb the fact lhat there 
existed vacuums, the filling of which would prove a pleasant 
pastime, and arriving at camp we found Lander had prepared 
dinner, the quantity cooked plainly showing how well he under¬ 
stood our capabilities In tbe filling line. 

We devoted one day to ’gator teeth. Tbe readiest way of ex¬ 
tracting them Is to let the dead animal remain In the water until 
mellow; It Is then In a proper condition for the practice of dental 
surgery. 

Such 'gators as were shot In the marsh and river on our arrival 
were now ripe, and the Deacon rowing to each body, and using a 
pair of plyers, extracted all teeth of a desirable size. 

Attracted by tbe carrion, thousands of buzzards gathered about 
tbe river and camp, and but for their ravenous appetites our stay 
at the North Field would have been short, and by no means 
sweet. Where they came from was enwrapped In mystery—ap¬ 
parently out of the Immensity of space above us. They are born 
thieves, but this kleptomania Is far outweighed by their value as 
scavengers.

mopylae when the earth drank their blood to the fruition of grand 
example and ever living glory, ebe waa already won, like Desde- 
mona by one of these for telling the story. But It was not until 
her total and joyful surrender.of heart and hand to the writer be¬ 
yond all recall, that she learned his band was far too small to 
bold the column of the Federals to check a moment, so obeying 
orders to hold the bridge at all hazards they defiled under the 
bridge and staunchly held tbelr position, and lived to war, woo 
and wed In tbe future and tbe present.

It la the granite foundation thla confidence always rests on, the 
substratum of truth that underlies hunters’ adventures, the un- 
ebrlnklng trust of the ladles, tbet challenges our admiration and 
semi-adoration dl the Illy and the Dut-brown sex. Their faith 
points like a spire above. While at Spirit lake last Summer, In 
Iowa, I hired a boatman to place a stiff but most life-like coot 
from previous day’s practice just two hundred yards from the 
door of Hall's Rancbe, on the wevy little billows, and life Itself 
waa not more life-like then Its graceful undulations over the 
breeze-stirred ripples. Calling the ladles tq tbe ateps, I wagered 
the madame a pair of glove* my 8cott gull would st first fire kill 
the duck so dead he would not flutter. You bet she bet eagerly, 
for Bet had bettered her color, brightened her eyca more 
lustrously, by following tbe gunners a month on the prairies In 
the ladles' ponyfpbwton, end did not she end her fair companion 
know the killing rangeal The "premier Scott” thundered, the 
water gnome* hoarsely re-echoed the roar oo lake Okobojl, tbe 
deed duck never kicked, biA waa prettily retrieved by the Iriab 
girl Lady Clare; tbe American lady lost her wager. For no 
sooner did I explain to her the marvelous merits of thread 
wound cartridges, full chokes, deceptive distances of water, etc , 
etc., than she knew It waa all right, her husband the best shot In 
tbe perly, and bought him the Unset of gloves, with hla own 
money. 

Reluming In October to afflicted, yet dearly beloved, Memphis, 
wa cornered, via Virginia, to pick up our brace of chicks from 
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Th« Carp and Its Relation*. 

In the present number ot the Chicago Field we redeem the 
promise made : short time ego, end now give some account of 
the genus, and an Illustration of one ot the choicest ▼arte- 
tles of the common species—the leather carp. 

Through a large part ot “ Eurasia " (Europe and the temperate 
and cold parts of Asia), ranges a type of fishes which has given 
origin to two of our best known and domesticated forms—the 
carp and the goldfish—representing the group cyprlnl. 

The cyprlnl are characterised by a compressed body, somewhat 
flattened toward the back, highest above what may be called the 
shoulders, and thence declining toward the front as well as 
toward the tall, both the dorsal and Inferior outlines being greatly 
curved; the scales are of moderate or rather large slse; the late* 
ral line Is well developed, and continued backward along the 
middle ot the sides of the tall or caudal peduncle; the dorsal fin 
la rather elongated, and commences in advance of the ventrals; 
In front It Is armed with a stout and serrated bony ray or spine; 
the anal Is short; the caudal la forked or deeply cut In; the pec¬ 
torals are moderate and rounded at thetr ends ; the ventrals are, 
of course, abdominal, but rather further forward than In most of 
the cyprlnolda; the head Is small and conoid; the mouth termi¬ 
nal, the lips rather tbln. 

These are characteristics common to all the species, and the 
most noteworthy are the form and elongated dorsal, combined 
with the short onal. The chief representatives of this section are, 
nevertheless, differentiated by very well marked characters. 

The common carp has two pairs of barbels, that Is, on each 
side at the hinder end of the upper Jaw, one large one, and con¬ 
siderably In advance thereof another smaller one. The teeth on 
the pharyngeal bones are developed In three rows, there being 
three In the principal one, and one In each of the supplementary 
ones; moat of these teeth (especially In the principal row) have 
flattlsh and furrowed crowns. These characters limit the genus 
cyprlnua. 

The common goldfish Is entirely destitute of barbels. The teeth 
In the pharyngeal bones are limited to a single row, the row con¬ 
sisting of four teeth; they have compressed and simple crowns. 
Three distinctions define the genus torattlut. 

Such are the characters, common and special, existent In a 
state of nature; but, through the Interference of man, some ex¬ 
traordinary deviations have supervened and been cultivated. In 
the common carp a greater or 
less degree of desquamation has 

been developed, and the varieties des- * 

Igaated as the mirror carp and the 
leather carp are the result. In the 
goldfish a singular variety In the fins 
has arisen and been encouraged, 
culminating In one direction In the 
varieties known as the “ klnglo " and 
tong tslng-to (see Illustrations In 
Chicago Field for April 94, 1880, 
p. 171). 

The principal forms under which 
the common carp are known In a do¬ 
mesticated condition are those Just. 

Indicated. These have been known 
and cultivated for a very long time, 
and were described and Illustrated by 
the Oerman Ichthyologist, Bloch, 
nearly a century ago (1788-1784). In 
his work on the Economical Natural 
History of the Fishes of Germany 
(Oekonomlsche Nsturgeschlchte der 
Flache Deutachlands), be describes 
three forms, via.: 

1. Cyprlnut earplo, karpf (Th. I, 
p. 99, taf. 16.) 

2. Cyprlnut r*x eyjjrlnorum, sple- 
geHiarpfe (Th. 1, p. 107, taf. 17). 

'3. Cyprlnut su dut, lederkarpfe 
ITh. Ill, pp. 181, 178). 

Did these exist In a state of nature, 
naturalists would not only differen¬ 
tiate the scaleless forms from the 
scaled as species, but even as a distinct generic type. 

Is, however, every reason to suppose that the former are deriva¬ 
tives from the latter, they are recognized as artificial varieties. 
Variation less marked has nevertheless given reason to some 
some naturalists for the distinction of several kinds as species 
among the scaly carps, such as V. aeumlnatut, C. hungaricut, and 
C. reglna, besides the C. earplo. These are now regarded by the 
best authorities sa simple varieties. Gunther recognizes two 
species of the genns cyprlnut, via. : 

1. Cyprlnut earplo, ranging from Japan to Western Europe, 
and characterized by the development of five rows of scales be¬ 
tween the lateral line and the front of the dorsal fin. 

2. Cyprlnut fottlcola, peculiar to China, and distinguished by 
the presence of only four rows of scales between the lateral IIdc 
and the front of the dorsal fin. 

It has been claimed by some writers that the carp was origin¬ 
ally peculiar to Asia, and that It has been brought thence Into 
Europe; but for this there Is not only no testimony, but proba¬ 
bility and evidence are both against Die supposition. It Is even 
likely that lbs species was known from time Immemorial to Eng¬ 
land, notwithstanding the well-known couplet “ Turkeys, carps, 
hops, pickerel, and beer, came Into England all In one year.” 
We may Indeed safely conclude that the geographical range of 
the carp In Europe has been very little extended by man. 
Hansen eadeaeora have been chiefly devoted to the Improvement 


we would fain call 


Its fish-culture. The latter only recovered the effects of It after 
passing, together with the large estate of a rich monastery of the 
same name, tn the year 1670, Into possession of the Princes of 
Bshwarxenbeig. their present owners. The extent which carp 
culture has reached on these princely domains will be seen from 
the circumstance that their artificial ponds comprise an area of no 
lees than 20,000 acres. The proceeds amount to about 500,000 
pounds of carp per annum. 

” The ponds of the Princes of Scbwarxenberg are probably the 
most extensive of the kind on the globe. They sre usually situ-, 
ated In some undulating lowland country, where small valleys 
have been closed In by gigantic dams for the purpose of forming 
reservoirs. Similar establishments, though not equally extensive, 
are found In the provinces of Slleels and Brandenburg; as, tor In¬ 
stance, near Breslau and Cottbus, In Pelts and Plettz, which I 
visited Isst year. In Heeae-Casael, Hanover, Oldenburg, Mecklen¬ 
burg, and Holstein there are also many hundrrds of ponds, none 
of them covering more than a few acres, but slmost every large 
farm possessing at least one of them.” 

Tbs three varieties to whloh we have referred may be discrimi¬ 
nated as follows: 

1. Cyprlnut earplo, the common scale carp, with scales 
regularly and normally distributed over all the body. 

2. Cyprlnut earplo ret eyprlnorum or rpecularlt, the mirror carp, 
with scales limited to the regions to the bases of the fins and the 
hinder part of the lateral line and then enlarged. 

8. Cyprlnut earplo nwlut, the leather carp, with scales entirely, 
or almost entirely, lost, leaving a soft, naked skin. 

Mr. Heeeel has given the following opinion respecting the rela¬ 
tive merits of these varieties; 

“ It Is rather difficult to decide which of these three species Is 
the most suitable for culture. There are some districts where 
only scale carp are bred and mirror carp are not valued, as there 
Is no demand for any but the former In the market, as, for In¬ 
stance In Bohemia, In the above-mentioned domain of Wlttlngau. 
Again, In other districts, as In parts of Bavaria and Baxony, etc., 
for the same reason mirror carp or leather carp only are bred. 
There Is, In fact, no sufficient reason for making any distinction 
among these three varieties, for if they are genuine types of their 
respective species they are Indeed excellent and desirable 
fish.

“ In Austria, which poaseases the moat extensive carp-fi sh eries 
In Europe, tha culture of the carp can be traced as far back as 
the year 1*97. The Emperor, Charles IV, of Germany, by grant¬ 
ing sundry privileges, favored the establish mast of ponds In hie 
dominions, and the monks were especially assiduous In the cul¬ 
ture of fish In panda As early as the first half of the fourteenth 
century, Bohemia had Its flint urge carp pond, and the culture of 
this fish progressed In that country, as also tn Poland and that dis¬ 
trict whloh now comprises German Austria; also In Upper Luaoa 
tie, Baxony, Silesia, aad Bavaria. 

"A celebrated establishment for carp-culture, with large, ex- 
tenslvn ponds, wsa located, as early as the fourteenth century, 
near tha town of Wlttlngau, In Bohemia, Austria- Tha first be¬ 
ginning at It may be traced bach to the year IS6T. At that time 
the Lords of Roasnberg called Into existence end maintained for 
centuries these establishment* on a seals eo extensive that to 
this day they are tha admiration of th* visitor, tha main parts 
haring snrvtved, while the race of the Rosen bergs has long been 
extinct- The manor of Wlttlngau suffered greatly from the 
calamlUea of the Thirty Tears' War, and with It, tn ooosequence, 
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correct. In transportation scales are not only Inefficient for pro¬ 
tection, but they frequently cause the death of the fish, especially 
Id transporting the so-called breeding-fish, for If a scale be torn 
off In part only ulceration will ensue, and the flab, of course, will 
die. Again, should any scale be lost, the bare spot will very 
toon begin to fester or develop a coofervaceoua growth and the 
consequences will be tbe same. On tbe contrary, the leather 
carp, which, oddly enough, like the frog, Is destitute of covering, 
will bear a great deal more 111 usage and Injury, whether young or 
old, than the scale carp. Tbe smooth, slippery skin of the 
leather carp suffers much lees from friction during transportation 
than the scale carp, and any alight wonnd will heal up much more 
easily, aa the epithelium will cover It Immediately, and the for¬ 
mation of a new skin can progress under Its protection. I bare 
often bad the opportunity of seeing such scars upon tbe skin of 
^the mirror carp, and even more so on that of the leather carp. 
They are tbe effects of aa Injury from tbe sharp edges of the 
beroD's bill, the bite of a pike, or some other hurt, and I never 
saw anything ot tbe kind on a scale carp, for If one of these be 
wonnded It almost Invariably dire."

Thame* Treating. 

There bae been more than one remarkable circumstance In 
association with fronting In the Thames this season; but I refer 
more especially to what Is known aa tha lower portion, below tbe 
City Stone, at Staines. In the first place most or nearly all of the 
’fish that have been taken have not been small ones—they have 
varied from about six pounds to tan pounds each; and the re¬ 
ports of trout that have bean seen feeding have always been de¬ 


scribed as good fish, or lu other words, large ones. There must, 
however, be some small trout in tbe river or the stock to degen¬ 
erating. On a reference to my records df trout catching tn pre¬ 
vious seasons, by far the greater portion have been fish of an 
average of three pounds. We are gradually nearing to tbe com¬ 
mencement ot the general angling season on tbe 16th of June, 
and If tbe anglers do not get amoogat tbe smaller Ash tbe ques¬ 
tion will necessarily crop up, “ Where are the small trout!" I 
mean those that have yet to grow Into larger fish. It may be 
possible when tbe warmer or milder weather comes In, tbe anglers 
will find them. Then tbe question will be problematically ex¬ 
plained. Another remarkable circumstance to that Pen ton Hook, 
which, as a rule, yields tbe greatest number of trout up to 
the time of my writing, has not produoed a single dsh; and the 
names of Mr. Robert King and Mr. T. R. Dyer, always associated 
with early captorea, have not yet eueceeded In killing a fish; not 
that they have been absent from this delightful portion of onr 
beautiful Thames, for It wss only recorded the other day that 
“ Mr. T. R. Dyer, fishing trout at Penton Hook, caught a fine 
chub of six pounds, which he returned to the river again.” 
There have been reports of trout feeding at Staines and Chertaey, 
and anglers, upon the recommendation of the local fishermen, 
have been down to try for them without any result. It to said 
that one of the professionals communicated to a London angler 
that he had seen three fish feeding, and that one bad nearly 
leaped Into hto punt; but tbe sequel to this was s falkirs of re¬ 
alization. A noble lord, however, visited the Chertaey Weir, 
under the pilotage of William Rogerson, and succeeded In hook¬ 
ing s good trout, but It managed to release Itself from Its expect¬ 
ant captor. Another remarkable circumstance to that Teddlng- 
ton Weir, once to famous, In tbe palmy days of William Kemp, 
for Thames trout, but of late years so conspicuously absent, Is 
retrieving Its former laurels; and this season has already pro¬ 
duced two good fish of eight pounds and seven and a half pounda 
each, with tbe farther report, “ there are several more fine trout 
appearing at the weir.” I have heard the late William Kemp 
admit that be has taken himself, with anglers accompanying him, 
not less than a dozen good tront In one season, and It to an ac¬ 
credited fact that not many years ago a handsome fish of fourteen 
pounds wss landed at the weir. Another remarkable circum¬ 
stance to that no less than five large trout have been taken by 
fishermen angling by themaelvea; and It Is remarkable that tbe 
practice some years ago was so loudly condemned by several 
aquatic writers, that It was nearly, If not altogether, given up, 
and has only been repeated to some extent this season. It Is is 
well, however, to put tbe most charitable construction on tbls 
proceeding, and much as I condemn the practice, there bas been 
some little excuse for the fishermen. 
They have seen the fish feeding, and 
no one coming down to try for them, 
whilst they themselves were like the 
frozen out gardeners, having no work 
to do. . Still, If It can be avoided, I 
wonld at all times prefer the Thamee 
trout •being caught by gentlemen 
anglers than by professional fisher¬ 
men ; and I know, at least In one In¬ 
stance, that an angler has deter¬ 
mined never to employ a fisherman 
who has done such s thing. Now, as 
regards the probable scarcity of trout 
at Penton Hook, It may be assumed 
that there has been no great flood 
this last Winter to take them up 
warde, and they are lounging more 
about Sheppertoa and lower down 
the river. At the same time there 
can be no doubt the Cbertsey Weir to 
far from being a deserted home for 
trout, snd one of these days a report 
will come of a good capture. Ae to 
the moet sportsmanlike method of 
catching tbe spotted beauties, I have 
always upheld tbe practice of spin¬ 
ning for them. The system of live 
bait Is, to my Idea, a lazy and un¬ 
sportsmanlike proceeding, and tak¬ 
ing the ground, as to generally dppe 
where a fish hss been seen feeding, 
I would ssk the simple queetlon, 
whether throwing the belt In such a 
place, with a float on the surface of tbe water, Is not the spar¬ 
est approach to trimmerlng that could possibly be Invented. 
Some ef the finest specimens of Thames trout hive been caught 
with spinning tackle; and tbongb others may differ with me, I 
contend there Is much more glory belonging to the capture than 
tn any other system. I have seen, In days that have now happily 
passed sway, our famous Thames trout Csught In tbe most pot¬ 
bunting manner, bat thanks to the press It belongs to tbe past. 
Where trout have been known to exist, I have witnessed a pnnt 
placed with a conple of occupants In It, and sometimes three or 
four Hosts out, whilst the persons—I esnmit designate them 
snglera—were enjoying themselves with their beer snd tobacao. 
I bare remarked that the season bss been observable In the cap 
tore of large trout Id the lower Thames, but It hss been even 
more remarkable In the taklDg of the largest Thames trout that 
baa been strictly credited In tbe upper waters, I refer to tbe one 
of sixteen pouDde in tbe neighborhood o' Reading. I know there 
have been reports of larger fish, but there has been no substan¬ 
tial proof of such bring tbe esse. The one at Reading wsa 
actually weighed snd attested. If Mr. Forbes, of Chertaey Bridge, 
•ncceeds, as all Thames snglera hops he will, In rearing tbe 
splendid fry he now possesses of our famous Thames trout and 
placing them In our noble river of a good size, we may once more 
look forward to tbe capture of tront In the quantities of days 
gone by.— Pithing Gaulle. 

Hen Fishes in Fresh Water. 

In the London Field ot June 5, to the following Interesting 
article by Burgeon Francis Day, tbe well-known Ichthyologist., 
" on marine fishes becoming residents of fresh waters." (ji a 
future Issue we shall have some remarks of our own to make on 
the sAme subject. 

“The subject of marine fishes changing their condition of life 
Into becoming temporary or permanent occupant# of frenh 
waters to one that has for ccntarlea engaged the attention ot 
ptoctentovtota, and respecting which 1 propose offering a few re¬ 
mark!. Thh»phenomenon has, perhaps due to local circumstances, 
been more remarked tn tropica) than In temperate climates; still, 
even In tbls country we perceive the salmon ascending Into fresh 
waters to breed; there Its eggs sre hatched and the young reside 
until mature enough to follow their parents’ method of living. 
Should tbe return of marine species to the aea be cut off, It may 
be worth Investigation whether this to necessarily fatal. If tbe 
young salmon are unable to obtain access to tbs ocean, moat that 
eventuate In their annihilation! 

“In India and contiguous countries It to vary common to find 
true marine fishes In pieces of fresh water not far removed from

its occurrence of previously undescribed species, as well as the 
lundance of numerous other species formerly little knowD, may 
partially attributed to the fact that the fishermen now trawl In 
toner water than formerly, going to thirty-six fathoms or more, 
id partially to the facility with which, now that railway com- 
unlcatlon la established, the fishermen of Monterey and other 
sees can send their catch to San Francisco. In the days when 
r. Ayres watched the markets and described ao many of our 
ihes, the Monterey fiahermen did not have the advantage of 
ipplylng the Sau Francisco market; on the contrary, the flahers 
i our bay sent a portion of their catch to points between San 
rancleco and Monterey that are now supplied by the Monterey 
ihermen. Tble competition, together with the vast quantises 
ken out of the bay by the Chinese, the havoc worked by the 
rotected legion of aea Hone at the entrance of the Golden Gate, 
nd the want of any clone time for the moee useful klnde of 
shea, threaten, In the course of time, to make the local fishery 
nremunerative to the hard-working men engaged in it. It is 
luch to be regretted that the white fishermen themselves, by 
belr Indiscriminate destruction of young flshee, and uncompro- 
jlslng slaughter of adult* daring the spawning season, appear 
nxloos to hasten that destruction. ' 

Already the fishery carried on In the bay of San r ranclaco Is 
ouch leas productive than It was In the early days of the Amerl- . 
an occupation; species that were once common have become 
caroe, and others still tolerably abundant fall to attain their full 
Umenslons. Nor la overfishing the sole cause of thla. The con¬ 
tent hurrying to and fro of the numerous ferry-boat* and other 
iteamera. Indispensable to our comfort, tend* to drive away the 
lmld finny tribes, whilst the ashes and cinders let fall Injure the 
diarmeter of the bottom. 

But the Injury from thla source Is small compared with that 
ufilctod by the constant fouling of the water* and consequent 
leatrnctlon of life by thefmtld Impourlnga of our sewers; by Inst 
'oollsh wsate of organic substances, which haa now become an 
integral part of what we consider civilisation; material*, which, IT 
ipread upon the land, would cause our saody wildernesses and 
bald hlll-aldea to bear a luxuriant crop of cereals, and would thus 
bring life, or, which Is almost the same, the means of life, to 
thousands of human beluga, are now poured Into the waters to 
pollute them for the destruction of creature* on which human 
being* are largely dependent lor the means of life. As the supply 
In Ban Francisco bay has become limited the scene of wholesale 
destruction Is now shifted to Tomales bay, whence a very large 
proportion of our flsh supply Is now brought. Although the Babes 
of the cod family are not prominent among the supply of Ire*n 
fish sold In the markets, codfish are extremely abundant on tbe 
■bores of British Columbia, Alaska, and Kamtachatka, and about 
thirteen vessel* belonging to San Frandaco are engaged In tne 
cod fishery, which la carried on In much the same manner as■ t»» l 
of the Newfoundland bank*. Rather the larger portion of tne

It I* an elegant ltttle volume of some three hundred pages, 
descriptive of Sommer wanderings, and angling In tbe great 
wilderness of Northern Wisconsin and Michigan. The author, 
Mr. John Lyle King, long and favorably known as a member of 
tbe Chicago bar, recounts the adventures and misadventures 
which befel himself and a party of brother barristers In two 
Hammer vacations, spent In canoeing, camping, Ashing and shoot¬ 
ing on the Brule, Michigan and Menominee river*. It la a 
charming story and well and gracefully told. The writer carries 
one with him through all the varied experiences of the Journey, 
photographing all the details of life In camp and canoe, with Just 
enough of anecdote and eentlment interwoven here and there to 
give an additional Aavor and zest to the story. 

Tbe Brule country would seem from Mr. Ring’s narrative to be s 
very Mecca of sportsmen, abounding In trout and deer, and with 
natural beauties of scenery which bid fair to make It the Adiron¬ 
dack* of the West. Indeed, we are half disposed to censure the 
author for making public tbe etory of this wonderful country, 
lest It shall soon be overrun with conventional tonrista, when vale 
treat and deer. But the opening of Iron mines and lumber 
camps, with the building of a railway Into the very heart of the 
region, bid fair to soon make It common ground to all corner*, 
and sportsmen must be content to see these sylvan shades be¬ 
come the resort of fashion. Until then, however, there Is rich 
reward for those who, with Mr. King and bis friends, choose to 
cast their Hoes In these pleasant places. And whoever shall fol¬ 
low where they have trod will read the story of their wanderings 
with s keen Interest; while that great army of patient anglers, 
who toil In cities and offices, longing for the rivera and wood* 
which they so rarely see, will read these pages aa the next best 
thing to] sharing the same experience by actually visiting this 
wonderland of tbe angler and hunter. 

An excellent map of the country, with statistical tables of 
routes, distances, names of various localities, and full informa¬ 
tion as to guides and canoee lends an additional and practical 
value to the work to all who desire to make the Journey. Tbe 
fact that one edition has already been exhausted sufficiently 
attests tbe place which Mr. King has won In the hearts of aU 
who, with good old Isaak, “ are lovera of virtue, and dare trust 
In his providence, and be quiet and go a angling." 

Righto of the Chinese to Fish In California Waters. 

A very Important case has just been decided by Judge Sawyer, 
and one In which the state laws are In direct conAtct with the 
national. Several Chinese fishermen were arrested for violating 
a section of the 8t*te Constitution prohibiting aliens, not quali¬ 
fied to become cltlxeue of the United States, from fishing In the 
water* of this state. The learned Judge has decided that by 
this state act an unfair discrimination Is msde between the 
Chinese end other aliens. The wording of the act In question Is 
so loose that alien women, who are necessarily incapable of be¬ 
coming electors by reason of their eex, would he placed upon a 
legal level with tbe Chinese and suffer under the eame disabili¬ 
ties; and under an Act of April 13th could Dot receive licence 
to transact any business or occupation. Again, this act la clearly 
unconstitutional, since Its tenor causes the Chinese to be Impris¬ 
oned for doing wbst other aliens are permitted to do unmolested, 
although our treaty stipulation with China Is that the Chinese 
shall enjoy the same privileges, Immunities and exemptions as are 
enjoyed by tbe cltlsens or eobjecta of the most favored nation. 
When we add to this Unit the fourteenth amendment of the Na¬ 
tional Constitution provides that “ no state shall deny to any 
/freon within Its jurisdiction tbe equal protection of the laws,” 
It la patent to aU that the decision of Judge Sawyer la just. 

Now, while tt la to be deplored that our state. In spite of Its 
well-msant efforts to place barriers In the way of Chinese Immigra¬ 
tion and domestication here, has failed to do so by so framing 
Its laws on this matter as to conflict with the national constitu¬ 
tion and the national treaty with China, the effect of each failure 
ought simply to be ahowu lu a more strenuous endeavor to re¬ 
form this alien abuse by legal and constitutional measures. The 
only measure which can ever be really effective le the abrogation 
or modification of the Burlingame treaty. When a treaty Is con¬ 
clusively shown to be prejudicial to tbe welfare of either of the 
contracting nations, the use and sense of the world has always 
endorsed Us abrogation. Illatory bristles with broken treaties. 
We chaUenge the production of any one treaty, between any 
nations whatsoever, wblob has stood Intact when It became ex¬ 
pedient to break It. Treaties are for expediency, not for endur¬ 
ance. Our treaty with China was haaUly and loosely framed. 
Any treaty with the great Asiatic power In the future must be so 
caretuUy guarded is to ensure Immunity to our young civilisation 
from being swamped by the Insidious Inroads of an older one 
which la, In reality little better than barbarian.— Pacific Metropo 
U*. __

Mr. Clarke also In a very late letter says that be bad not seen 
the silver mallet for some time, bat on second thought believed 
tt had two dorsals. 

We may, therefore, consider the question aa to “ what la tbe 
sUver or gray mullet” settled by the answer that It certainly la a 
species of MugB. 

We must also conclude (a* I suspected and Indicated we might 
have to) that Mr. 8cott’a figure la a pure fabrication, made from 
a defective—very defective—memory, and that Mr. Brown prob¬ 
ably based hit description, at least partly, on Mr. Scott’s figure 
and notice the facta In the case, sod Messrs. Scott's and Brown's 
accounts are as diametrically opposite as they could well be under 
tbe circumstances.

Stewed Eels. —An eel for stewing should not weigh less then 
s pound; still, a smaller else will do. The eelB being skinned 
and cleaned, cat off the besdsand tails, sod reserve for tbe gravy. 
Cut up the rest In pieces about three Inches long, roll them In 
flour, pepper and salt, and fry them In plenty of fat. When 
brown, set them before tbe fire, and drain every particle of grease 
from them. Eels thus cooked are deprived of tbe on which 
makes them so distasteful to some people. When cold, put tbe 
fish Into a rich, thick gravy, made of beef and tbe heads snd 
tails of the fish and flavored with essence of anchovy, a little 
mushroom vinegar, and a glass of sherry. Let the eels simmer 
gently for a quarter of an hour, and serve upon a hot-water dish. 
—Little Dinner*. 

Caviars from Miili.it.—A kind of caviare Is prepared In Brsill 
from the egge of the Tainha or Tatgna which Is said to belong to 
the genus Mugil —the same which embraces tbe gray or silver 
mullet and common mallet of tbe eietero Atlantic coast of 
America. This may serve as a bint to our fishermen. Tbe 
Talnha frequents a considerable reach of tbe Brazilian and adjoin¬ 
ing coast, and ascends the bays and rivers where It Is taken In 
large numbers In net *.—Bulletin de la Socictc d'aedimatalUm, (8), 
V. 5, p. 848. 

Madison, Wis., June 34.—A few days ago, over five hundred 
Mackinaw trout, weighing from eight ounces to two pounds each 
wereset free In Lake Mendota. If no ace Ident happens them, we 
may expect to eee the lake stocked with these delicious fish In 
tbe course of a few years. Occasionally a fine salmon Is caught 
In this lake, the product of fry put Id by tbe fish superintendent 
three year* ago.

Mr. IJoTd-Prlee’B Champion Wagg. 

Six years ago, when several lover* of pointers and setter* 
Journeyed Into Cornwall to be present at a field trial meeting, It 
was hardly anticipated that the Uv*r and white pointer led about 
by stall stranger, who seemed to be unknown to all present, 
would eventually prove tbe champion pointer of the world. I 
recollect a small knot of sportsmen standing together at the 
meet waiting for tbe real of the party, and attention being 
directed to this solitary-looking dog sod bU master, and tome 
on* said—I think It was Mr. White bo nac—" That la a wonderfully 
nice-looking dog, vary nearly up to Arat-ela** priaa form.” Mr. 
Wlppall, the owoer, soon became known, through Mr. Ham 
File*, who knww all about this good-looking dag, as he bred 
him, and we ware qnlckly Informed that tt was Wagg, entsred 


for thePentIUy stake*, an event opena to all comers. Mr. Wlp- 
pell, t know, stated that the dog would win If he performed aa 
well In public as be did In private, bat, like many other* before 
fala time and since, be did not act op to tbla private repotation, 
aa In a short trial with Mr. Whltebouae’s Beau be flashed both 
partridge* and pheaaanta In tbe same field, and broke fence-Bln 
another stake during tbe meeting be showed In better form,(aa 
he found birds well, and exhibited beaotlfnl style, but signs of 
Jealoasy toward an opponent proved that Wagg was essentially a 
single-handed dog, and that field trial* were not his particular 
vocation. Wagg was next seen at the Crystal Palace; but he 
had not grown to bis beat by that time, a* under Vlaoonnt Com 
bermere and Wagg’s present owner, Mr. R. Lloyd-Price, he wae 
not even commended In a email class that was beaded by Mr. 
Hemming’* Appleby, a very moderate dog, with Mr. W. H. 
Shepherd’s Carlo as second, tbe Bell’i Lift report, which haa 
generally spotted all tbe pointer cracks on their first coming out, 
drawing attention to tbe oversight. In tbe following December 
at Birmingham Wagg first got his due by beating a very large 
class In the open dogs, and second to him was his Crystal Palace 
opponent, Appleby. Wagg was then rather over two years and 
a ball old, and he bas had an extraordinary winning career since, 
winning tbe open clam In tbe following year at the Crystal 
Palace, the champion claaa at Birmingham, and, of coarse, 
taking everything all over tbe western circuit. Tbe champion¬ 
ship at Birmingham he has regularly farmed from the year 1875, 
bis succesf at Birmingham being entirely unbroken, and when 
and wherever be baa been beaten It baa been pat down aa 
a mistake on the part of the judge. I am quite 

ready to beUeve also that this Is a correct Impres¬ 
sion, aa, excepting on the occasion of hia debut, I 
am quite of opinion that no dog that haa ever been 
placed before him bad any right to that position, and the only 
dog I should have queetioued his superiority with would 
have been Mr. Pllklngton’s Faust, and they never met on equal 
terms, aa on the only occasion of tbelr coming together, namely, 
at Oxford, tbe Jndge overlooked Faust by accident. Wagg’s show 
experience baa brought him before some very sporting and dis¬ 
tinguished audiences; for, as the dog of tbe day, hie bench both 
at Important and local shows haa been snrrounded at all times by 
the cognotcmti of every county. He has also visited Hanover, 
where he took the Grand Prix d’Honneur, and was the admired 
of royal princes and noble sportsmen of every degree, and this 
year he has taken a trip to Berlin, where another Prix d’Hanneor 
was In store for him se the best pointer In tbe show. Like a Rat¬ 
aplan or a Fisherman, he has been at most places where prizes 
have been offered, and under different judges tbe result haa al¬ 
ways been tbe same, of Wagg Brat and tbe rest nowhere. Mr. 8. 
Price had the honor of breeding this extraordinarily good-looking 
pototer, and be sold blm as a wbelp for Sga to Mr. Wlppell, who 
broke blm and showed blm successfully for three seasons, accept¬ 
ing an offer of lOOgs for him after bis second champion victory 
at Birmingham In 1878 from Mr. Lloyd Price, In whose possession 
bo bas been ever since, and for whom be must have won caps 
enough to cover a sideboard. 

A beautiful dog Is Wagg, so typical and true to almost a shade. 
He la a big dog, weighing sixty-eight pounds, but he does not 
look bigger than many dogs of sixty pounds, aa hla symmetry Is 
all In such harmony. His head might have a slightly effeminate 
cast, the eye Is so soft, and the expression so pleasing, bnt no 
fault can be found. It is like a brick, shapely at all points, and 
the lines squarely set, as If with mathematical precision. The 
ears, too, are set exactly as they should be, far back aud drop¬ 
ping down against the face, and the liver markings are quite 
even to tbe neck, which la long and lean, but not In the remotest 
degree scraggy, whilst the shoulders aud forelegs are models, and 
body so deep through that be might appear flat-sided at first 
sight, though the bend of his ribs prevents that, as, wonderfully 
sprung behind the shoulders, be Is let down like a race-horse, and 
again there Is nothing but harmony In hie back, loins, and quar¬ 
ters. With all this symmetrical shaping,'too, Wagg can boast 
of a wonderful color, as the liver marking on tbe body le almost 
a saddle, or like a Belvolr foxhound, as If Nature's artist had 
painted him. 1 looked at him last week at the Crystal Palace, 
and these thoughts occurred to me, and I thought, too, that, 
although I have described as many animals as most men, Wagg 
Is tbe best shaped one that I hare ever attempted to repfaoduce 
on paper. The breeding of Wagg cannot be well surpassed, by 
Sancbo, sod of Brockton's Bounce, tbe Utter, so Mr. Boaler, tbe 
Duke of Portland's bead keeper, told me at Mansfield trials, be¬ 
ing by a dog of tbe Duke of Newcastle's that be knew perfectly 
.well, and tbat the latter was mostly Edge blood, got by a dog In 
the Duke of Portland’s kennel. Whilst on this point I can men¬ 
tion that Mr. Boaler quite confirmed every line I have written In 
Bell'll Hfe, aa to my strong belief that It was Mr. Edge who orig¬ 
inated tbe modern pointer by a cross with tbe foxhound 
upon tbe old 8panleh sort. The world saw Mr. Edge’s 
pointers many years after this, and then they were the most 
perfect of tbe day; but It was Mr. Edge, Lord Henry Beotlnck, 
and Sir Harry Goodrlck who knew where the moat telling quali¬ 
ties of the pointer originally came from. To continue Wagg’s 
pedigree, hu dam Sappho was own sister to Mr. B. Price's champion 
Bang, and ahe was out of Vesta, by Brockton’s Bouuce, so that 
Wagg la a remarkably Inbred dog to Bonnce, the dog we may 
fairly suspect to be pure Edge, or a very Dear relative to tbe In¬ 
mates of the Duke of Portland’e kennel at the present moment. 
I expect that It is entirely this Bounce cross tbat makes the 
Devon pointers so good, and If Leacbe's Belle la really by Sancbo, 
It would prove that tbe sort to produce extraordinary beauty 
would stand a good deal of tubreedlng, aa I should say no bitch 
In tbe world baa bred so many good-looking ones to one dog aa 
this BeUe has to 8. Price’s champion Bang. Mr. Lloyd-Price is 
wonderfully well off In tbe best of pointer blood, as Mr. Boaler 
knows a good deal abont the above-named gentleman’s celebrated 
Belle, who strains from tbe be6t big pointer that Lord Henry 
Bentlnck considered be ever shot over or saw In a field. I have 
always thought that the champion Bells should have been sent to 
champion Bang, and It now appear* that the lines of blood wonld 
have been about right to have nicked or met again. However, 
Mr. Lloyd-Price baa got Bow BelU and sisters, and two axperi- 
mente might be tried upon them; first, as a cross with Wagg; 
and secondly, with Eos-Cymro, by Mr. 8tatter’s Major, cat of 
champion Belle. 

8o tar Wagg baa not been a great success at the stnd, er I 
should say np to the present year, as there have been many dU 
appointment*; but now young Wagg* seem as plentiful as black¬ 
berries, and, moreover, they all bear a very etrong family like¬ 
ness, though as yet by no means approaching tbs form of the 
old dog. There Is a resemblance to him In most of them, but I 
find a little fault with their color, as several I have aeen are two 
shade* of liver, a kind of hrindle shade overlapping tbe darker 
hue. I know many of the Sancho family are the same, and to 
Improve It dark liver-colored strains should be retorted to, snch 
aa Mr. Pllklngton'a Tory. I hardly expect Wagg baa been well 
bred to yet. Mr. George Moore’s fine bltebea Maggie and Mom 
war* too big for him. Two Mg aorta seldom consort wcU lo¬

gether In producing symmetry. Nice little square, good colored 
bttchea should salt Wsgg, and before be diet ont something very 
(pedal should be pat to him for the chance of gctilng a re pro 
duetton of himself. The beat looking tbat I have seen by him la 
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a ,lew of Mr James PUU's, called Wit, that was one of the per 
formers at Mansfield, and hla dam Mona arae by • r ' #u *W * D "“> 
a dog bred very Uke Wagg, a» be »u got by Buidom, ow* 
brother to Bancho out of Juno, belonging to an old Devon sort, 
an aaa also the dam of Baucbo and Prices VMta, namely 
Prance’s Belle. Here Is another proof that these Sancho bred 
ones nick very well, and there to no question about It that It to a 
wonderfolly good strain. The winning pointer puppy at the 
Crystal Palace was by Wagg, but »he waa not •uch • 5°°^°^ 
lug one as Wit, although well worth claiming at the figure she 
waa at In the catalogue, as It must not be forgotten how well 
Sancho bitches have done at the stud, albeit that they did not 
all inherit their sire’s good looks. Sancho w “ 

Ing dog, I though*, when 1 saw him a winner at Plymouth Show 
In 1889, and that he was the grandest one I had ever seen, but he 
was not asgbod looking as Wagg, and from what I have heard 
Brockton's Bounce, although very good looking, was not equal to 
Bancho.

Incidents or the New York Dog Show- Mr. Dalilel’s 
Views 1" extmro. 


Mr Hugh Delete! Is evidently much dissatisfied with hie expert 
encee et the New York show, end thus reviews the subject In 
an English cotemporsry. . . . , . 

“The Dlssppolnted Exhibitor Is, I find, ubiquitous. • I have 
seen him geeticulete In France In the moat vivacious and, on the 
whole, most amusing msnner. I hsve noted the slow move¬ 
ments of the fecial muscles of the German, as, bringing a whole 
nsrk of logical artillery to bear on the point, he proved to hto 
friend Frill, and entirely to his own satisfaction, that Liston was 
better than Berjfmann, and the Judges’ opinion naught. At home 
I have studied the disappointed In every variety, and these are 
numerous, uid some of them far from agreeable; but, on the 
whole, they represent knowledge, even wheu biased by prejudice 

or self-interest. ’ . . ,, 

"The American disappointed exhlbltom have, of coarse, a dis¬ 
tinct character, varying from each, In minor poln te T hey are 
generlcally alike In being pronounced, notey and lltogtcfa, reck- 
lese of rules, and anxious only that at least their Individual 
voices shall be heard, no matter at what cost of rlght-thst they 
shall for once at least pose before the little world that Is Inter¬ 
ested, and will listen to the voice of their lamentation. 

•i These dlsappolnteds of course subdivide Into numerous varto 
ties. At New York we had the irate, rather loud, and decidedly 
prattling one of the female persuasion, who saw the Judge re¬ 
ceive a fifty dollar bill In the ring as payment for doing her an 
Injustice.

Yodng America too bad Its say to say, 
and saldlt with all the rashness and presumption characteristic 
of adolescence. Youths who had probably owned for a month a 
dog Somebody had told them was a splendid specimen of the 
breed they supposed It to be, although In some cases Its claims 
to classification were doubtful, rose far superior to any of the 
Judges, and if I may quote a somewhat vulgar proverb, displayed 
a moat sealous desire to * teach their grandmother, etc.’ There 
waa at New York, however, a totally dlBerent claas of disap¬ 
pointed exhibitors, and these I desire to treat with the courtesy 
due to spartsmen and true gentlemen. 

“ This Is In the present Instance the more Incumbent on me, 
and all the more easy to do, because I shall have no difficulty, 

I think, In proving to them that they are entirely wrong. 

"The gentlemen I now refer to made their grievance* known 
In what they called ’ A Bolld Protest,’ addressed to the West¬ 
minster Kennel Club, Under whose auspices the show was held, 
and by publishing the same In Turf, Field ami Farm and other 
American Journals devoted to sport. Mr. GodeSroy, who to the 
owner of s large and valuable kennel, In addition to leading the 
body of I'rolalanOi, publishes sundry protests of hto own. 

“ I desire to make this question plain to Eogl sh readers.

“To make all clear will you kindly give space to protest*I" 
[Here follow protests which we omit, they having been pub 
ltabed lo Iaaqo with our report of show.—E d. Chicago Fiild]. 

" Before proceeding further, I would say that the paragraph 
headed ‘That Protest’ la editorial, and to be credited to Turf, 
Field and Farm, and on It I do not hesitate to comment that the 
only thing ‘ lamentable ’ about It to that the editor of Turf, 
Field and Farm, who presumes to teach, should exhibit snch pro- 
found ignomnee on the subject. 

*• The ceee be refers to stands alone, and I will deal with It 
Slone by briefly stating facts, In Judging this class I had the 
honor of being associated with the Hon. John 8. Wise of Rich¬ 
mond, and Mr. 8. T. Hammond of Springfield, and two more fair 
dealing, painstaking, and 1 believe, competent men, I hsve never 
Judged with. 

“ When the Irish aBd setter class came Into the ring I pointed 
out that the dog Byron was, I considered, an Irish red and-whlte 
fatter. Mr. Wise read from, as I then thought, the schedule, that 
s white, It was provided, was adrolssable.

tect their Judge* from the Insulting charges of unfslrnate or In¬ 
competent*,especially when rasde by persons ofwhoee com¬ 
petency to form sn opinion there waa no proof. On the com 
trary, In the only Instance I had an opportunity! proved the 
utter lncompetency of a protester against the swards In spaniels, 
toy, before the Court of Appeals, putting a most elementary ques¬ 
tion on the breed, which he admitted hi.

Indian Dogs of Manitoba. 


Hallock, Kittson County, Minn. 
Editor Chicago Fiild:- Knocking about here along the 
confines of three vast frontier commonwealth^ namely,Minnesota, 
Dakota and Manitoba, I nm constantly picking up little bits of 
Information which possess .certain philological value. Today 
I have discovered the origin of the name fire-water »s applied 
to alcoholic liquors. It does not refer, as we have togtoUly eup- 
nreed. to the fiery nstureof the Intoxicating fluid which burns 
Into the brain and nerves, but to the method employed to> test 
Its Quality. It does not answer to dilute liquor too much for 
an Indian’s nse- He can .tend three part* water, and some 
pMtoral tribes even a gr©»ter proportion; he will even allow 
the rascally trader to thrust three fingers Into the cup when he 
measures It out, provided the strength be adequate; but when 
the Iedlan discover* an Imposition of unduly qualified whisky or 
ram, he feels “ blood In his eyes,’’ and la a heap mad; and may 
demonstrate his Indignation In a manner not at all forgiving. 
To be sufficiently good It must be inflammable, and to test this 
essential property, he alwaye, when trading, pours a few drops 
Into the fire. If It only possesses this one requisite. It to high 
proof. He Is satisfied, whatever Its other qualities may be, and

^o proceed with the subject suggesting the caption of thto 
communication, let me say that any Summer traveler Into Mani¬ 
toba, whose boundary Is only eighteen miles north of me, must 
be struck with the Urge numbers of wolflsb-looktag dog* which 
hang around the trading poet*, fighting by day, and bowling by 
night, and Intruding their dirty carcasses Into any open door at 
every opportunity. He will wonder at the swarm, of these loung¬ 
ing. shiftless, and apparently useleae dogs, which have nothing to 
do but loaf, eat, fight, howl, and eun themselves. Bat If duly 
enlightened, he will learn that this repulsive, mongrel crew, 
dirty, unfed, neglected, and kicked about In 8ummer by every 
chance imsser. as If they were (air game for anathemas and 
vented passions, are the Indispensable servants of the loh.bl 
tent* of this bleak country In the Winter months. They are 
highly Drifted by their owner*, for opou them depend* their chid 
mesne of locomotion In the season of snow. They haul fire¬ 
wood, provision*, and passengers, and carry the malls over deep 
snows which no bona could traverse. In Winter two well 
broken doge become ss valuable is • mole. They perform 
nearly all the work of the country. Pembina, Just above ua, 
before the completion of the Pembina branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, lie* Just on the British frontier, and ha* for 
nearly seventy year* bean one of the dtopoalUng poate tor the 
mall service to Fort Osrry, and the several hundred tending 
poets of the Hudson's Bay Fur Company, which extend* over 
£100 mile* <* longitude. Periodically, during the long deeo- 
tote Winter*, the dog sledge set out on tla lonely, toilsome Jour¬ 
ney of MO mile* to Melton llooae, beyond the northern confines 
of Winnipeg Lake, end to that dtotent point thee*, apparently, 
useless brutes couveysd the mslls fa eight dsys, at the rat* of 

"’Turutng'olwr tto psgea of Mr. H. M. Robinson’s IntereeUng 
book entitled the “Orest Far Lend," 1 em Induced to*utelltale 
1,1* description of three dogs, there given, tor one which I might 

write, to wit: . . 

" Thee* animals are mostly of the ordinary ludlan kind, large, 
long legged sod wolfish, with sharp mosalss, pricked sera, and 
thick straight,wiry bslr. White to on* of the moat usual eotori, 
toil teownl*blue-gray, red. yellow, end white marked with spot, 
of black, or of the other various hues, ere also common. Borne 
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of them ere black with white pawa, oiler* are Mtnd with long 
rough hair Uke Kutian setter*.® There are other* Of * light 
bluish grey, with dark, almost black spots spared over the whole 
body Almost all of them here black noses, but with some of 
the lighter-colored ooe* thto pert to red-brown or pink, which has 
e very ugly eflect Most of them are rery w olflsh In appearance, 
many being half or pertly, or all 6*1 wthrefp retom fa blood. One 
frequently sees dark grey dogs which ereeeld to be almost pure 
wolves. Been upon the prairie It to almost Impossible to dtotla 
gulsb ih»"i from the ordinary wolf of the mlddle-slaed variety; 
sod their temper* are spoken of a* a match tor their looks. In¬ 
deed, It often happen* that the driver* of eu<M dog* are obliged, 
before harnessing or unharnessing them, to stun them momeo 
tartly by * blow on the noee on ecoount of their savage natures. 
Many of the other*, moreover, are nearly a* bad, and need a touch 
of the same rough treatment. In some Instance* the worse ani¬ 
mals are emasculated, with a view to Improve their temper* 

Thto description, It will be seen, applies to tho true Indian dog, 
which la not only a type by Itself, but the progenitor of rareral 
modified type*, which trice their ancestry beck to the wolf. Of 
wholly dlBerent lineage to the pure Esquimaux dog. much more 
familiarly known to the world a* the i)rawer of comeilk* or snow 
sledges, which are bush-tolled, /or tearfsrf, long-furred, clean 
legged animal*, who*a ©art* ftharp-pointed Wjd erect, spring from 
head* embedded fa thick tuft* of wooUy hair. I have seen In 
Labrador score* of arctic fox**, pure white, which oould with as 
much dlfflculty be distinguished from the pu e Esquimaux dog, as 
the Indian dog to from the great timber wolf. There to also 
still another type called Athabascan, out of which comes a cross 
of Esquimaux and Athabascan, with hair so long that the eyes 
are scarcely visible. I bare never seen e pure Athabascan dog, 
so-called, myself, nor does Mr. Robinson describe them, but of 
the cross he writes: “These animal* here come from the tar 
northern district*; they ere of much more equable temper than 
their wolfish brethren, and frequently have a keen appreciation of 
kindness. To haul Is as natural to them ** to point to natural to 
ft pointer.” 

In characterising these two distinct types of doge, Mr. Editor, 
we are arriving at an advanced stage of Investigation as to the 
origin of what may be termed American specie*, the transport* 
tlon of which across the Atlantic, with Innumerable mixture* and 
modifications, hare given color and form to other strains there, 
whose origin would otherwise have remained In obscurity. 

Arctic and sub-arctic dogs are driven In various ways. The 
Esquimaux drive their dogs abreast ; on the coast of Hudson * 
hey they are harnessed by many separate line* Into a eort of pack, 
while In Manitoba and the Saskatchewan region they are drlveu 
tandem. Hence the discrepancies which seem to exist between 
the tales of travelers. 

I shall be pleased to send you other notes, from time to lime, 
aa I discover anything new.

Calomel for Distemper. 

Ashland, Va. 

Editor Chicago Fihld:— As we all learn by rubbing our 
head* together and getting the benefit of each other’* experience, 

I contribute the following bit of experience for what It to worth. 

In December last a friend presented to me e pair of English 
tetter pups which I prise very highly. In April both were 
attacked with distemper. Both case* appeared to be alight. 
The symptom* were loea of spirit* and appettte, end a discharge 
at the eyes, with Inclination to mange. The pnp* are litter 
sisters. I began Mayhew’a treatment—fight diet, Fowlers Solu¬ 
tion, tonic pills of quinine, iron, gentian and quassia. Under 
this one of the pup* rallied very soon mnd threw ofl the disease. 
The other hung fire. She got no worse, but she got no better. 
Bhe was very dull and listless, her eyes always elogged with thick 
yellow discharge; covered under belly and thighs with distemper 
blisters filled with yellow matter; her eyesight and hearing both 
very much confused. At this stage of tho disease I moved Vo the 
country, about June 1, and hoping the change would Improve the 
pup. stopped all medicine. Bhe seemed to recuperate for a day 
or two, and seeing great weakness I resolved to try to build her 
with stimulating food, and let her partake of boiled mutton head 
and corn bread with the well dog.

CHICACO JOCKEY AND TROTTING CLUB RA¬ 
CING MEETING. 

The Chicago Jockey and Trotting Club began Us second season 
on Jane 19 with a brilliancy that will carry Itself through with 
great success. The liberality of the club has drawn atten¬ 
tion from all sections of the country and the numerous entries 
In the different stakos, together with the large number of horses 
awaiting opportunities for the open races, has ensured plenty of 
material to malts the fields In each event Imposing. The club 
has been favored by a combination of circumstances to make 
their present meeting remarkably successful, aud before its close 
we may expect to see a series of contests oven more extraordinary 
than those already run; for the large field of starters which have 
promised to be the rule and not the exception has been fulfilled. 
Among the events of the meeting may be recited the wonderful 
running of Hindoo In the Criterion 8takes, three-quarters of a 
mile, and the Immense speed which he developed In the race sur¬ 
prised the connoisseurs. Though getting off bsdly, and at one 
lime considered out of the race, he gradually overhauled bis 
horses and finished a wlpner by two lengths In 1:15, which equals 
the fastest time on record. The Garden City Cup race will 
always furnish an Interesting race at Chicago, and last year when 
such cracks as Mollle McCarthy, Dave Moore, Solicitor, Janet, 
Cammle F., McHenry, Lottery, Edinburgh, Janitor, and Charley 
Howard measured strides for the prlxe there was a great attend¬ 
ance to witness the struggle. There was a terrible crash, and 
those who had pinned their faith on the favorite found It a 
difficult matter to recover from the shock. Though the California 
mare Mollle McCarthy secured the prlxe, It did not bring her to 
the front as a leading favorite for future events. The entries for 
the Cup this year were such as to pnzxle the most Inveterate 
prophet, and the results proved as great a surprise to the know¬ 
ing ones as the running for the cap of 1879. 

The weather on the opening day was warm, but the sun’s rays 
were tempered by the lake breeze; the beauty of the day was re¬ 
marked—so fine that many predicted that It was too good to last. 
It was however a double Incentive to attract the multitude to the 
course, for not less than 5,000 persons passed through the gates. 
The balconies of the club house and grand stand were filled to 
repletion, the former having its full quota of the fair sex, and the 
gay equipages In the field, lent additional Interest to the scene. 
The opening race was the Inaugural Dash, for a purse of 8300, 
one mile and a quarter. The horses were promptly called at two 
o'clock, and a fine field of eleven faced the starter. The race 
was a surprise to the makersof favorites. Long Taw was made a 
warm favorite, and received sturdy support from his legion of 
friends. Some declared he was not himself, the resdlt sbowtng 
that be lacked bis accustomed vigor, and though driven, was un¬ 
able to reach the front horses. One Dime, by Wanderer, won by 
a neck after a driving race. Renown who ran a good race, was 
second; Headlight, third, and Long Taw, fourth. The time was 
2:091- The second race was the Ladles 8take for two-year-old 
fillies, and of the original thirty-eight nominations, seven came 
to the poet. This race was a greater surprise than the first, as 
the winner sold In the field. Lizzie S, the favorite got sway 
badly, and to this may her defeat be ascribed. Dodette, by King 
Alfonso, won at the post by a short head; Lizzie8, second; Lucy 
Walker, third. Time, 1:17. The Haverly Theatre Stake, for 
three-year-olds that did not win prior to Jan. 1, 1880, with $700 
added, followed. Out of forty-four nominations, ten started. 
Long Time was the favorite, hut failed to fulfill the expectations 
of bis backers, though he won the second beat; Klnkead was the 
victor, securing the first and third heata. Time, 1 ;44$, 1:48, 
1:48J The last race was over the hurdles and was an easy suc¬ 
cess for Frank 8bort, who, coming ripe with his St. Louie victo¬ 
ries was made a strong favorite. In this race the days sport was 
marred by the accident to Paytfe the rider of Gannon. His horse 
fell and Injured him somewhat, but not fatally. Capt. Franklin 
was second; and Gannon who was caught and ridden In by 
O'Brien was third. Time, 4:12, the distance was two miles over 
eight hurdles. 

On the second day, beautiful weather again greeted the throng 
who were present to witness the attractive programme carried 
out. The first race on the card was the Criterion Stake for two- 
year-olds, three quartern of a mile. Its value was 11,750 and out 
of the original forty nominations, six starred. This race was 
made remarkable by the great speed shown by Hindoo, who In 
the face of a b d start, aod what was supposed to he disastrous 
to his success, pulled through, winning an easy race at the finish 
by two lengths. He bad been barred In the betting, and In view 
of the quality of the field behind him, It la difficult to surmise 
how moch there la left In him. Ripple, a grand colt by Lisbon

was second, Greenland third. Time, 1:15, equalling that 
accomplished by First Chance, a five-year-old which 
has stood at the top of the tree since 1876, the 
weights being the same (100 pounds). Peru won the second, 
race of mile beats, purse $400, taking the second aod third. 
The time was very fast, the filly Monopoly winning the first 
heat In 1.42$. The second and third were run In 1:48$ and 
1:49} respectively; Urelllo was third. The Downer A Bemls 
Brewing Company's Blake, one mile and a quarter, had eight con¬ 
testants out of the twenty-nine nominations. Its value was 
(1,629. The knotting ones came to grief In this event, for 
Beatitude, the winner, sold at Intervals In the field, and rarely 
received the support which her merit and great speed warranted. 
Fortune, who was In great favor, left her backers In the lurch, 
finishing third. Victim was second. Ths time was 9:088, and 
la within a quarter of a second of the best record. 

The third day’s events bad been generally accepted by the 
public as embodying the cream of the meeting, and In conse¬ 
quence an Immense attendance was present. The day was all 
that could have been desired, aod the track was In splendid 
order. Over 10,000 persons were on the grounds. The Garden 
City cup race, which was one of the events of the day, may now 
be considered a fixture, for with the evident lotereat attached to 
the race with the people, the directory may look to It annually 
as tbelr drawing race on the card. The Illinois Oaks was first 
on the programme, for three-year-old fillies, one mile and a half. 
The stake was worth 92,025. Gold Bug was a strong favorite 
for this event; Blue Lodge a second choice, and Bye-and-Bye, 
who won, was a comparative candidate for the field, so little 
were her chances thought of. This was due to her 111 success 
and bad form at Louisville. The other contestants were Mary 
Anderson and Lavacca, and their merits were so little thought of 
that they made up the field. Bye-and-Bye won a good race by two 
lengths,Gold Bug, second, three lengths in front of Lavacca; 
Blue Lodge, fourth; Mary Andesson, fifth. Tfie time was 2:378- 
The Garden City Cup race followed. This event Is for all ages, 
(50 entrance, $35 forfeit, with $1,500 added, two miles and a 
quarter, and had thirty-one subscribers. The net value of the 
stake was $2,476. Long Taw was a hot favorite; Blue Eyes was 
next considered; Fortune had the third call; Irish King, fourth 
In estimation, and Renown from his strong running in the In¬ 
augural Dash, In which he was placed second to One Dime, was 
fifth choice; Headlight, Cammle F. and Fair Count constituted 
the field. Blue Eyes won by a length, after a driving race, Long 
Taw, second; Irish King, third, six lengths off; Headlight was a 
good fourth; Fortuna, fifth; Cammle F., sixth; Fair Count, 
seventh. The race was run In 3:58J, a better performance by 
three and a quarter seconds, over last year's performance. The 
hurdle race, for a purse of $400, capped the climax for the back¬ 
ers of the favorites. Frank Short who was a strong favorite over 
a field of three, fell at the third hurdle, and Cannon won the 
race In two straight heats 

On the fourth dayrthe programme called for three races. The 
first was a club purse, $300 for all ages, one mile and an eighth. 
Victim, won; Rosella, second, and Lillie R, was, third. Time, 

1 ;55J. The Grand Pacific Hotel stake for three-year-olds, one 
mile and a half, was won by the favorite, Bancroft; Klnkead, 
second, and Brooklyn, third. Time, 2:418- The selling race, 
mile heats, for all ages, was won by Cash Clay In two straight 
heats; Matagorda, second; Mollle Hart, third. Time, 1:43$, 
1:47$. 

Great were the forebodings of rain during the morning of the 
fifth day set for the racing, but at noon the clouds broke away, 
and though the weather was hot and sultry It continued 
uninterruptedly fine. The attendance In consequence was 
good. The racing was got through with In excellent 
time, and all the events Bavs that over the hurdles 
gave general satisfaction, for the fields of starters were large 
and first class- The first race was a Club Purse of $400 for 
all ages, one mile and a half. Six started. Long Taw, who was 
the favorite, won by two lengths. Fair Count was second, and 
Cammle F. third Time, 2:38$. The success of Long Taw, in 
view of his previous bad luck at the meeting was hailed with 
delight. The Club Parse of $400 for all ages, mile heats, was 
won hy Beatitude In two straight heats. Florence B was second, 
Bistova distanced. The time was 1:84$, 1:46J. Beatitude was 
Installed a great favorite before the start. For the Hurdle race 
for a purse of $400, one mile and a half over six hurdles six ap¬ 
peared, Frank 8hort being the favorite over the field. At the 
third hurdle Bailey's bridle broke and dismounted his Jockey. 
Cannon was first over the flight of hurdles, was never headed and 
won by four lengths. Frank Short was second, two lengths in 
front of I.ongslck third and Harry Bishop fourth. The Handicap 
Purse of $350, one mile aod oo eighth was another surprise to 
the makers of favorites. Monopoly was the favorite, but did not 
run up well. Lillie R. bad It all her own way winning by a 
length. Monopoly was second, Rosella third. Time, 1:56$, the 
first mile was run In 1:42$. 

The racing of the sixth day was postponed from Friday until 
3a urday, owing to the heavy rains Thursday night The course 
was stiff and alow. A decided Improvement In the number of 
entries to the Club Purses was brought about by the postpone¬ 
ment Four races were on the programme. Tl.e first was the 
Treroont Hotel 8take for t wo-year-olds, of $50 each, $800 added, 
one mile. Aa the nooparell Hindoo was a starter, be waa barred 
In what speculation took place. He won easily by two lengths, 
Lizzie 8. second. Ripple third. The Packer's Purse of $700, had 
ten starters Peru woo the first best; time, 8:45f, but suc¬ 
cumbed to Frank Bbort, who proved himself a better horse on 
the flat and at a distance, than he bad received credit for. Ha 
won the second and third heata without an extra effort. Tima, 
8:46$, B :56. The Club Purse of $950, for all Ogee, one mils, was 
1 won by Blue Lodge, three lengths In advance of Renown, Big 
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Medicine waa third. Time, 1 45. The last rate of the day was 
a Handicap pur e of $250, owners to handicap their own horses, 
one and one eighth miles. The novelty of the race caused con¬ 
siderable speculation. Five started and the result was a victory for 
Matagorda; Cbarly Roes waa second; Tripoli third. Time, 9:00. 

The racing on the seventh dav commenced with a selling purse 
of $400, for all agre, selling allowances, a dash of one and a half 
miles. Eleven started. The three-year-old colt J. H. Haverly, 
br War Dance, though a comparative outsider, won, Battle F 
second, Alice Bruce third. The favorite, Solicitor, was unptsred. 
The Grand Railroad Stake, for three-year-olds, of 950, $1,500 
added, ooe aod one-eighth miles, wee woo handily by Bancroft, 
Big Henry second, and Gold Bag third. ElgM ahwrted. A club 
purse of $250, for all ages, was an easy victory for Beatitude, 
beating Moscow by a length, who was a half length In adraoce 
of Rye Bread. The compensation purse of $400, mile beats, fell 
to Brsllla, who won the second and third heats, Monopoly secur¬ 
ing the first- 

In consequence of the rain on Friday, the races for that day 
were postponed until Saturday. Saturday's races were In turn 
postponed to Monday, which left between the termination of the 
first, and the beginning of the second meeting, one Instead of 
three days, os originally Intended. It waa therefore determined 
to make Tuesday an extra day. Three panes of two hundred and 
fifty dollars each were offered. The first, a mile and a quarter 
dash,was won easily by Blue Lodge. The second, a race of three- 
quarter mile beats, wss won In two straight beats by Charley 
Roes, who sold for fifteen dollars In a two hondred dollar pool; 
and the race of One and one-eighth mllee, was won by the favor¬ 
ite, Rosella. 

A POWDER TEST. 

A number of the most prominent sportsman of Long Island, 
representing the Fountain, Long Island, Brooklyn and other gun 
clubs, assembled on Friday, the 35th, at Hiram Howes' Brooklyn 
Driving Park, Long Islmd, to witness an experimental test of a 
new kind of gunpowder, mknufactured hy the well known Arm of 
Dupont A Co. The test was conducted by Mr. Ira A. Paine, and 
as all present were active and practical sportsmen and pigeon 
shots, the test was made as cractal as the circumstances would 
admit of. 

The powder presented the appearance of an ordinary rather 
coarse, common black powder, with a highly glazed surface. It 
Is claimed for It that It Is especially adapted for choke-bore guns, 
that It burns moist, and la attended with such a minimum 
amount of foultog that It can be used In a full day’s ordinary 
shooting without the necessity of eonatanlly cleaning the gun, 
that the deposit In the choke of the gaa, consequent upon the 
continued explosion of the powder, Is so moist as to be readily 
wiped out with a cloth, rendering unnecessary the use of wire or 
other cleaners, and that It will not gum or cause the shot to 
bunch In Its propulsion through the barrel. 

The test proposed by Mr. Paine consisted In shooting at one 
hundred wooden balls without Intermission, and wl.hout clean¬ 
ing the gun, makl ig a target each twenty abote. Before be¬ 
ginning the test, Mr. Paine desired that a committee be ap¬ 
pointed to examine the gun and cartridges, and also to examine 
each ball as It was shot, and to pattern the target. The com¬ 
mittee appointed consisted of Mr. Jacob Pentx, of the Essex Gun 
Club, New Jersey, and Messrs. Charles W. Wlngert, and James 
White, of the Fountain Gun Clnb, Long Island, three practical 
and experienced sportsmen. The gun used was a new Parker 
ten-bore, choke, of the ordinary pattern. The cartridges were 
critically examined, aod found to be charged with four drams of 
the new kind of powder, sod ooe and a quarter ouuces of shot, 
Nos 9 and 10. The first two shots were fired at paper targets, 
after which twenty shots, ten from each barrel, were fired at 
suspended wooden balls, two and a half Inches In dlsmeter; then 
two more targets were made, followed by twenty ifioro balls, and 
so on until one hundred and twelve shots, flfty-alx from each 
barrel, had been fired In rapid succession. The first bnndred 
shots were fired at thirty-five yards distance; the last twelve at 
forty-five and fifty yards. AU the balls were, with ooe excep¬ 
tion, well hit, the number of shot marks on them varying from 
tour to eighteen. Ooe ball at fifty yarda showed thirteen clear 
shot marks, nearly all the shots being Imbedded In the wood. 

I The targets all gave a good average pattern, the last being 
nearly, If not quite, aa good as the first. 

The following Is the pattern of each target giving the number 
of pellets of shot In s diameter of twenty-one Inches, ten shots 
having hern fired from each barrel between each target,

The gun was then allowed to stand ten mloutoa to cool, and 
another target was made, showing 840 pellets, No. 9 shot, with 
tbs right barrel, aod 587 pellets. No. 10 (hot with the left barrel. 
All these shot boles were clean out, aod dlstloot, showing that 
the ahot had not gummed together. When examined after the 
test as described, the choke of the barrel, waa of course found to 
ha dirty, but alt ougb ample time was allowed for It to cool, cake 
or harden, the dirt woe found tv bs so motat, that simply wiping 
with a piece of rag waa sufficient to restore the barrel to the same 
dean condition It pretooted before a shot was fired from It. Af¬ 
ter a moat careful examination la ell Its detail*, the committee 
declared the teal to be an aintnvotly auoceatful ooe, regarding the 
cleanness and motatneaa with which the powder burned, end ex- 
preared the opinion that It woulJ prove a groat boon to 
sportsmen, and rellsva them of a long endured drawback to the 
pleasure of shooting. The test es regards tha projeollte force Of 
strength of tha powdor and the penetration tt would produce was 
hardly a fair one, certainly not a favoraMa ana; yet In thnt pur 
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tloular It showed but slightly lafartor to the best grade* ot aport- 
l0 g powder. Another, though aaeondary oonatdereUoo lo 1U 
furor U uld to be Its cbeupaee* u coon per el with own; of the 
higher grade* of powder lo the market

The second comprises five species; three belong also to the 
group of cattle—the buffalo, the eebra and the yak; and two are 
camels. Indigenous to western Asia. 

In the third category, that of apeolee whose utility for Europe 
seems now established, ere the llama and alpaca, the latter of 
which Is often considered to be e finer race of the former. All 
I be domesticated varieties of these two animals, ae well ee their 
wild types, are peculiar to the Cordilleras, or at least were, before 
their recent In trod action Into Europe and Australia.
